By challenging the deal, 
the Justice Department is 
taking an approach to an- 
titrust issues that is starkly 
different from the Obama 
administration’s. In 2011, for 
instance, the department 
approved a similar deal — 
Comeast’s acquisition of 
NBCuUniversal — after im- 
posing numerous conditions 
on the transaction.

TRUMP PUTS N. KOREA 
BACK ON TERROR LIST 


Action aimed at getting Pyongyang to drop pursuit of nuclear weapons

President Donald Trump on Mon- 
day officially designated North Korea 
as a state sponsor of terrorism, a pro- 
vocative diplomatic move that he said 
was aimed at drastically increasing 
pressure on the rogue nation to aban- 
don its pursuit of nuclear weapons. 

North Korea will join Sudan, Syria 
and Iran as countries that the State 
Department identifies as those that 
have “repeatedly provided support for 
acts of international terrorism.”

Three areas of city attract most proposals 


for marijuana farms and manufacturing

Most of San Diego’s pot 
farms and marijuana man- 
ufacturing sites will be con- 
centrated in three areas of 
the city: Mira Mesa, Kearny 
Mesa and near the U.S.- 
Mexico border. 

More than 85 percent of 
such businesses proposed 
last week during an initial 
wave of applications are in 
one of those three areas. 
That’s primarily because of 
strict zoning regulations 
that sharply limit eligible 
properties across the city. 

San Diego is one of the 
few cities in the state to le- 
galize an entire marijuana 
supply chain, which will be 
fully regulated and taxed. 

The battle to open mari- 


juana cultivation and man- 
ufacturing businesses is ex- 
pected to be intense be- 
cause San Diego has set a 
citywide cap of 40, roughly 
half of the 78 applicants 
who requested appoint- 
ments to submit initial 
paperwork. 

Gina Austin, a local at- 
torney representing mari- 
juana businesses, said by 
telephone that only about 
65 of those 78 followed 
through last week, soft- 
ening the competition a bit. 

Of the 78 initial appli- 
cants, 67 proposed to lo- 
cate their businesses in ei- 
ther Mira Mesa, Kearny 
Mesa or near the border.

Fee imposed after 
minimum wage 
increases in S.D.

Lawsuits have been filed 
against more than a dozen 
San Diego restaurants and 
dining groups claiming they 
are defrauding their patrons 
by illegally tacking on a sur- 
charge to customers’ bills 
that many operators have 
been using to defray increas- 
ing labor costs. 

Namedin the suits, which 
have been filed over the last 
eight months by a local con- 
sumer rights law firm, are 
some of San Diego’s highest 
profile dining venues, from 
George’s at the Cove and 
Mister A’s to Sammy’s 
Woodfired Pizza & Grill and 
the Cohn Restaurant 
Group, which has close to a 
couple dozen restaurants in 
the county. 

The surcharges, which 
can range from 2 percent to 4 
percent of the cost of a meal, 
have become increasingly 
common since San Diego’s 
minimum wage jumped to 
$11.50 an hour in January, 
which at the time was the 
second such hike in six 
months. 

The lawsuits allege that 
the surcharges violate multi- 
ple statutes ofthe state busi- 
ness code, among them false 
advertising and unfair com- 
petition.

PBS won't distribute TV host’s nightly show

After allegations sur- 
faced Monday that the long- 
time television host Charlie 
Rose made crude sexual ad- 
vances toward multiple 
women who worked on his 
show over a dozen years, 
CBS suspended him from its 
morning program and PBS 
announced that it would no 
longer distribute his long- 
running nightly interview 
show. 


Eight women, including 
three who talked on the 
record, told The Washington 
Post that he made lewd 
phone calls to them, walked 
around naked in front of 
them or groped them.
